Attorneys 
MeQttotvn anti Chiun reported to the commission 
that a transcript in the Latoniu ease had been made 
and I- now in Frankfort to be lodged with the clerk 
of the Court of Appeals. They said that at the 
outset of proceedings last fall they had agreed with 
attorneys for tlte Latnniu Jockey Club to waive all 
preliminaries, and that under this agreement they 
considered it possible to secure an early determina 
tion of the ease by the Court of Appeals.

Most of Mr. Duryea’s horses are in 
r ranee, in charge of Fred Bnrlew. Five of the 
mares Mr. Duryea shipped abroad last fall have 
foaled recently. 

Jockey David Englander has made application for 
a license to ride in the Argentine Republic. Eng- 
lander is a Jockey who rode with a fair measure of 
success about the New York tracks and in Canada. 
He is still aide to make light weight and lias kept 
111 good condition during his idleness. 

In the case of J. B. Brady and his trainer. M. M. 
Allen, involving the amount of $10,900 claimed hy 
Allen to be due him as trainer. Messrs. P. J. Dwyer 
and Fred Gebhard. the two men chosen to arbitrate 
the matter, have chosen Judge Burrell as third man.
